Before the Kimberley mines were 
discovered most*of the diamonds added 
to the w orld’s stock came from either 
Hindustan or from Brazil. 
Tbo largest 
deposits were found in Gokonda, in the 
Hyderabad territory, and in Minas Ge- 
raes, in Brazil. The African discoveries 
first showed scientific men w hat the 
origin and native place of the diamond 
really were. In the Indiau aud Brazilian 
fields it was plainly not native to tho 
soil and was picked up out of differing 
formations. 
Iu South Africa it was 
found in a rotten rock, apparently form­ 
ing part of the earth’s crust, aud not a 
mere superficial deposit, as the others 
had been. 
The great mines in this re­ 
gion, according to a correspondent of 
I the London Standard, are situated w ith­ 
in a circle about 8)^ miles in diameter. 
There are five principal mines, 
the 
largest being only about 45 acres in ex­ 
tent. 
They are the famous Kimberley, 
Bultfoutein, De Beers, Du Toits Paa 
aud Wesseltou mines. 
They are of fab­ 
ulous richness. 
Here the town of Kim ­ 
berley has sprung up. 
The district is about 4,000 feet above 
sea level and lies at the northern edge 
of a plateau which extends from the 
Bokkeveldt mountains, near the cupo 
of Good Hope, to the border of the 
Transvaal. 
There are mines iu tho 
Orange Free State, two l-eing of consid­ 
erable note, ono 80, the other 60 miles 
away, w ith several more of less impor­ 
tance both there aud ir. the Kimberley 
district. 
The river washings are still 
continued, but the yield of g« ms from 
them is not very rich or steady. Mining 
iu the rock was carried on at fim iu a 
rough aud ready fashion, but all that 
has changed. 
In most ports of the dis­ 
trict, after clearing away some feet of 
surface soil the excavator comes upon 
a dark, coaly shale 100 feet or more 
thick. Beneath this lies a nin«« of igieh 
ou8 rock allitd to basalt, more than 
three times as thick, and that is succeed­ 
ed by a blackish shale, w ith bands of 
hard sandstone.

Befot© the Kimberley mines were 
discovered mo*?t*of the diamonds added 
to the w orld’s stock came from either 
Hindustan or from Brazil. 
The largest 
deposits were found in Golconda, in the 
Hyderabad territory, and in Minas Ge- 
raes, in Brazil. The African discoveries 
first showed scientific men w hat the 
origin and native pine*1 of the diamond 
really were. In the Indian aud Brazilian 
fields it was plainly not native to tho 
soil and was picked up out of differing 
formations. 
In South Africa it was 
found in a rotten rock, apparently form­ 
ing part of tho earth’s crust, and not a 
mere superficial deposit, as the others 
had been. 
The great mines in this re­ 
gion, according to a correspondent of 
the London Standard, are situated w ith­ 
in a circle about 8 to miles in diameter. 
There are five principal mines, 
tho 
largest being only about 46 acres in ex­ 
tent. 
They are the famous Kimberley, 
Bultfoutein, De Beers, Du Toits Pan 
and Wesselton mines. 
They are of fab ­ 
ulous richness. 
Here tile town of K im ­ 
berley has sprung up. 
The district is about 4,000 feet above 
sea level and lies at the northern edge 
of a plateau which extends from the 
Bokkeveldt mountains, near the capo 
of Good Hope, to the border of the 
Transvaal. 
There are mines in tho 
Orange Free State, two tieing of consid­ 
erable note, one SO, the other Od miles 
away, w ith rn vocal move of less impor­ 
tance both there aud in the Kimberley 
district. 
The rife r washings are still 
continued, but the yield of gems from 
tin rn is not very rich or sit ady. Mining 
in the rock was carried on ar first iii a 
rough and ready fashion, but all that 
bas changed. 
In most parts of the dis­ 
trict, after clearing away some feet of 
surface soil th© excavator conu s upon 
a dark, coaly shale IOO feet or more 
thick.
